This is 
something of a novelty. for ships

Sir,—Apropos curvent toples ecn- 
earning the English Asaosiation 
and Broadcast Pronunsiation: when 
there aro other glaring and wide- 
spread faults to be remedied, the 
question ef whether “ais’’ should 
rhyme with “lass” or with “pass” 
seems particularly pucrile and 
futile. : 

Take the case of a few of the 
more outstanding errors in English 
as “she {s spoke” or “swrote" :— 


(1) The. mispronunciation of--vthe 
final short “a” in such words a3 
“idea,” “gofa,’?. soda,” and 
“umbrella” — almost Invartably 
Pronounced “I-deer,” “sof-er," 
“sod-ar,” “umbrell-ex” by the 
average English man and 
woman, even the educated, I 
have heard an M.A, of Cam- 
bridge repeatedly speak of 
“Canader,” “Calcutt-er" and 
“Malt-er.* Surely’ an effort 
should be made, before too inte, 
to remedy this horrible mis- 
pronunciation, 

(2) An allied and even more painful 

vulgarism, ‘not just so firmly 
entrenched—at least ‘among the 
educated—is the insertion of 
“rc in such words as “law,” 
“raw,” “draw"—mispronounced 
“lawre,” . “rawre,” - “drawre.” 
The :word “armahr,” so fre-

THE LEAGUE 


SOME WRONG EAS OF ITS 
_ IDEALS 


. His Mujesty King George has 
said: "Nothing is more essential 
than a‘strony and enduring League 
of Nations. Millions of British 
men and women stand ready’ to 
help if only they be.shown the way. 
1 commend the cause to all the 
citizens of my Empire.” Millions 
of British men and women stand 
ready ... True!- But His Majesty 
recognises also the chief difficulty 
that confronta the nation de- 
manding international peace is 
demonstrated by clause, “if only 
they be shown the way.” Never- 


' theless there is a way and that way 


lies along wider paths of ‘know- 
ledge, gréater familiarity with the 
work now being undertaken by the 
League of Nations, the realisation 
that this organization is not an 
academic body but rather a 
practical, business-like concern, 
bigger than 
those with which other civic groupa 
have had to deal. Let uz dismiss 
the popular picture of idealistic 
elderly gentlemen and lady’ refor- 
mers employing a number of 
stenographérs to type reams ‘that 
nobody ever reads, and substitute 
in its place the League ‘as it really 
is. ‘The League of Nations actually 
is a busy organisation where 
certain ideals are applied to con- 
ditions, and a'great déal of busi- 
ness—transacted much the same 
as at a Labour Union mecting or a 
chartered accountants’ conference— 
is accomplished. 

The League claims that war, 
being sruel, uneconomic and stupid, 
fs not the solution .to international 
disayreements. .
